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SUMMARY 


In  1956  the  upward  trend  of  the  population 
again  steepened  markedly,  largejjjowing  to  immigration. 


The  number  of  houses  built,  the  number  of  births 
and  the  number  of  deaths  in  1956  were  the  greatest 
on  record. 


The  pattern  of  death  by  age,  cause  and  social  class 
was  that  to  be  expected  in  an  area  of  South  East  England 
well  provided  with  social  services. 


Measles  made  an  out  of  season  visit. 


Bowel  diseases  made  a noteworthy  appearance  in  an 
out-break  of  dysentery  and  two  out-breaks  of  food 
"poisoning" . 


Rates  of  acceptance  for  vaccination  against  smallpox 
and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  remained  good  in 
comparison  with  other  areas.  There  was  virtually  no 
re-vaccination  of  children  against  smallpox. 


Meat  inspection  again  markedly  increased. 


Certain  domestic  wells  were  polluted  by  surface  water 
through  flooding.

I am  writing  to  discuss  the  information  which  comes  my  way  in  my 
annual  attempt  to  review  a year's  health  experience  of  the  people  of 
Dartford  Rural  District. 


POPULATION.  In  1956  the  estimated  mid-year  home  population 
increased  by  2,65 0 on  the  previous  year,  thereby  again  accelerating 
the  present  trend  of  increase.  Increases  in  the  population  are  due 
to  natural  causes,  i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  immigration,

DEATHS:  Before  1953  the  only  deaths  in  Stone  House  and  Darenth  Park 

Mental  Hospitals  allotted  to  Dartford  Rural  District  were  those  whose 
home  addresses  were  either  in  Dartford  or  were  unknown*  In  the  year  1952, 
the  number  so  allotted  was  9.  For  the  year  1953  a change  in  practice 
was  begun  and  all  deaths  of  patients  in  these  hospitals  were  thenceforth 
allotted  to  Dartford  Rural  District*  The  increase  which  is  not  allowed 
for  in  the  comparability  factor  has  to  be  separated  from  our  total  if  we 
are  to  follow  the  trend  of  deaths  in  the  rural  district  population.  Taking 
the  average  quarterly  figure  for  deaths  in  Stone  House  and  Darenth  Park 
allotted  to  Dartford  Rural  District  prior  to  1953  as  2,  the  following 
adjustments  can  be  made:

A noteworthy  feature  of  the  deaths  in  1956  was  the  increase  to  457,  which  was 
an  all  time  high  record,,  There  was  no  influenza  outbreak  during  the  year 
which  might  explain  this,  nor  was  there  anything  outstanding  in  the  sickness 
benefit  figures.  Half  the  increase  can  be  explained  by  the  large  increase 
in  the  population  through  immigration.  The  increased  deaths  of  the  first  and 
the  fourth  quarters  produced  the  increase  of  the  figures  for  the  year,  and 
so  for  the  remainder  of  the  increase  we  will  blame  the  weather,  there  was 
fog  in  January  and  December  and  the  summer  was  the  coldest  this  century. 

CORONARY  DISEASE.  There  were  64  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1956  and  of  these 
three  occurred  in  mental  hospitals.  All  were  45  years  of  age  or  older.  As 
in  1955 ? ten  deaths  occurred  in  Social  Class  V and  twelve  in  Social  Classes 
I and  II.  The  death  rate  in  1956  was  I.46  per  thousand  compared  with  1.67 
for  England  and  Wales  and  1.70  for  London. 

CANCER  OF  THE  LUNG.  This  caused  20  deaths  in  1956  compared  with  11,  11, 

8,  24  and  17  in  previous  years.  The  death  rate  in  1956  was  0,46  per  thousand 
population  compared  with  0.41  for  England  and  Wales  and  0.58  for  London. 

Two  of  the  1956  deaths  from  this  cause  occurred  in  mental  hospitals. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  SYSTEM.  This  showed  an  increase  from  48  in 
1955  to  56  in  1956  and  half  occurred  in  the  first  quarter.

DEATHS  FROM  VIOLENCE . 

Road  Accidents.  There  were  seven  deaths  involving  motor  vehicles,  three 
pedestrians,  one  pedal  cyclist,  two  motor  vehicle  pillion  riders,  and  one 
car  driver. 

Other  accidents  caused  the  death  of  a 70  year  old  man  following  a fall 
at  home,  the  drowning  of  an  11  year  old  boy,  and  the  death  of  an  adult  man 
at  work. 

Suicide.  There  were  two  suicides,  aged  68  and  77. 

DEATHS  RELATING  TO  WELFARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  INFANTS. 

Still  births  numbered  11.  There  were  15  in  1955.  The  rate  was  14.2 
compared  with  22.9  for  England  and  Wales  and  20.2  for  London. 

Deaths  under  4 weeks  of  age  numbered  11  in  1956;  there  were  11  in 
1955  and  9 in  1954.  All,  except  one,  occurred  within  two  days  of  birth. 
Prematurity  caused  6,  atelectasis  2,  and  congenital  malformation  3. 

Deaths  over  four  weeks  and  under  one  year  numbered  1 compared  with 
6 in  19 55-  The  cause  was  acute  bronchitis  in  an  infant  aged  10  weeks.  The 
infant  was  a premature  twin  who  had  started  to  thrive  after  initial  feeding 
difficulties,  and  then  without  warning,  died  suddenly. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  15.6  compared  with  23.7  for  England  and 
Wales.

In  the  middle  of  1956  there  was  a curious  out  of  season  appearance 
of  measles,  starting  in  Swanley,  with  about  100  cases.  This  was  no 
doubt  due  to  the  immigration  into  the  district  of  a new  child  population 
from  areas  attuned  to  another  measles  rhjfhm.

FOOD  POISONING.  In  the  first  quarter,  there  were  11  cases  notified 
from  Darenth  Park  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital  and  one  of  these  gave  a 
positive  culture  of  S.  typhimurium  from  a stool  specimen. 

In  the  second  quarter,  there  was  an  outbreak  associated  with  the 
canteen  at  Littlebrook  Generating  Station  which  involved  75  cases,  8 of 
whom  were  admitted  to  hospital  but  as  this  Generating  Station  is  only 
just  within  the  boundary  of  this  district  and  as  the  workers  there  mostly 
come  from  neighbouring  urban  areas,  only  2 of  the  75  cases  were  notified 
here0  In  any  case  many  of  the  75  cases  wherever  they  lived  were  not 
notified  at  all  as,  except  for  the  8 cases  admitted  to  hospital,  recovery 
was  complete  in  about  24  hours.  Also  in  the  second  quarter  was  an 
S.  typhimurium  infection  found  in  a hospital  patient  whose  15  year  old 
son  at  home  showed  S.  typhimurium  on  stool  culture. 

In  the  third  quarter  there  were  57  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified 
from  Darenth  Park  Hospital  and  of  these  44  gave  positive  stool  cultures 
for  S.  typhimurium. 

In  the  last  quarter  there  was  a family  incident  which  was  investi- 
gated for  the  types  of  food  poisoning  which  case  neurological  symptoms 
but  eventually  it  was  agreed  that  the  neurological  symptoms,  if  they 
existed  at  all,  were  co-incidental  to  the  alimentary  upset  which  provoked 
the  inquiry.  No  food  poisoning  organisms  or  chemical  agents  were  found. 

There  was  one  T.  saginata  infection  in  Man  (beef  tapeworm)  and  the 
infection  seemed  to  have  been  obtained  locally.

Although  there  were  3 oases  removed  from  the  Register,  all 
of  whom  were  middle  aged  males,  only  2 were  allocated  to  tuberculosis 
as  in  the  third  the  tuberculosis  was  secondary  to  industrial  silicosis. 

Handling  of  milk  hy  infectious  case. 

An  infectious  case  of  tuberculosis  was  served  with  a notice  under 
the  Milk  & Dairies  Regulations,  1949s  to  refrain  from  handling  milk.

The  death  nentioned  above  was  classified  by  us  to  pneumonia  in 
accordance  with  the  wording  on  the  certificate.  However,  the  pre- 
cipitating case  was  the  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  femur. 

The  death  of  the  70  year  old  male  mentioned  in  the  paragraph 
on  deaths  from  violence  above,  occurred  at  his  home  and,  therefore, 
is  not  included  in  the  above  figures. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  not  all  accidents  in  Dartford  Rural 
District  are  admitted  to  the  Dartford  Group  of  Hospitals,  accidents 
at  the  Swanley  part  of  the  district  tend  to  go  to  the  Sidcup  & Swanley 
Group,  and  at  the  Southfleet  part,  they  tend  to  go  to  the  Gravesend 
and  North  Kent  Hospital, 
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FOOD 


1956  was  the  second  full  year  which  followed  the  return  to 
private  slaughtering.  The  carcases  of  animals  inspected  in  the 
years  1955*  1954*  1955  and  1956  were  84*  1,622,  5,672  and  8,288 
respectively. 

WATER. 

A phenomenal  downpour  of  rain  on  July  18th  resulted  in  the 
flooding  of  certain  parts  of  the  Rural  District  and  one  of  the 
consequences  was  that  surface  water  entered  the  domestic  wells 
along  Clement  Street.  In  view  of  this  pollution  of  the  wells 
certain  households  were  supplied  with  a tank  in  the  garden  to 
•which  wholesome  water  was  brought  daily  by  road.  Until  our  own 
transport  could  take  on  the  task  the  immediate  needs  were  met  by 
No.  46  Heavy  Anti-Aircraft  Regiment,  for  whose  services  we  were 
thankful.  The  water  in  the  wells  was  periodically  sampled  while 
they  were  out  of  use  so  that  the  quality  of  the  water  could  be 
kept  under  observation  in  order  to  ascertain  when  the  quality 
returned  to  that  pertaining  before  the  flood,  and  this  is  the 
reason  for  the  increase  in  sampling  shown  in  the  appendix. 

Back  in  1952  I had  suggested  that  the  new  Bye-Laws,  then 
in  draft,  should  be  amended  to  require  a parapet  wall  2-jjr  feet 
high.  The  Ministry  however,  would  not  agree  to  any  alteration 
to  the  minimum  of  6 inches  and  this  was  insufficient  to  keep  out 
the  surface  water.

SONNE  DYSENTERY 

Dartford  Borough  and  Rural  District,  1956. 


Dysentery  in  England  and  Wales  in  1956  had  an  all  time 
record  incidence..  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  first 
and  second  quarters  and  the  main  incidence  came  to  an  end  in 
July,  as  is  shown  in  the  graph  (B.M. J. 19c 1 • 1957) . The  disease 
was  mild  and  98° 4%  of  the  organisms  isolated  belonged  to  the 
mild  sho  sonnei  type  (An.  Repc  C.M.Oo  Min.  of  Health,  1956). 

Dartford  had  its  share  of  this  dysentery?  the  diarrhoea 
was  accompanied  by  vomiting  in  about  one-third  of  the  cases  and 
a few  had  blood  in  their  motions.  As  is  shown  in  table  !»' 
the  main  known  incidence  here,  which  also  came  to  an  end  in  July, 
was  in  the  Borough  and  the  adjacent  urban  areas  of  the  Rural 
District,  where  the  cases  notified  per  100,000  population  by 
doctors  alone  was  about  230  compared  with  115  in  the  London  and 
South  Eastern  Region?  this  difference  however,  may  have  been 
largely  due  to  re-emphasis  on  the  need  for  notification.  Excluding 
Darenth  Park,  213  cases  were  notified  by  doctors  and  teachers, 
the  numbers  in  age  groups  being  0-4 » 33»  5~14s  I51|  15+»  29. 

Events  of  the  Outbreak. 


In  January  at  Darenth  Park  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital  8 
cases  were  notified,  the  infection  being  already  confirmed  as 
sonne  dysentry.  The  next  appearance  was  in  February  and  March 
at  the  Brent  County  Primary  School  when  we  received  from  family 
doctors  19  notifications,  mostly  concerning  school  children,  and 
these  with  their  household  contacts,  were  shown  by  us  to  be  infected 
with  sh,  sonnei.  In  a circular  sent  to  the  schools  it  was  stated 
that  dysentery  was  about,  the  need  for  hand  cleanliness  was  empha- 
sised and  a request  was  made  for  the  Public  Health  Office  to  be 
told  when  diarrhoea,  etc.  appeared  amongst  any  of  the  children. 

There  was  a lull  in  the  disease  during  the  Easter  holidays 
but  at  the  end  of  May  cases  began  to  appear  amongst  the  children 
of  Temple  Hill  County  Primary  School.  We  then  planned  not  only  to 
investigate  bacteriologically  cases  and  their  household  contacts 
as  they  occurred,  but  also  to  follow  them  up  and  exclude  from  school 
all  children  carrying  the  infection.  The  family  doctors  were  kept 
informed  of  the  bacteriological  results  obtained  from  their  patients 
and  we  were  informed  by  the  doctors  when  courses  of  treatment  had 
been  completed.  When  one  course  failed  to  clear  up  the  infection 
in  the  patient  or  his  contacts,  exclusion  from  school  was  continued 
and  further  treatment  asked  for.  In  several  cases  two  or  three 
courses  were  given  but  repeated  treatment  did  not  always  clear  up 
the  infection  and  the  exclusion  of  the  obstinate  infections  from 
school  eventually  ceased.  However,  no  further  cases  seemed  to 
result  from  these  symptomless  excreters,  perhaps  it  was  that  the 
summer  holidays  gave  time  for  a spontaneous  end  to  infection. 

The  Affected  Schools. 


The  Brent  School  was  built  in  1879*  The  W.C.’s  are  outside 
and  the  children  wash  their  hands  in  the  main  building  in  the  cloak- 
room. The  children  there  come  from  homes  which  are  50%  modern 
council  houses,  25%  modern  private  houses  and  25%  private  houses 
built  about  1890  and  without  bathrooms. 
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Temple  Hill  County  Primary  School  was  opened  in  1953  and  its 
W.C.’s  are  inside  the  building  and  part  of  a modem  suite  which 
includes  wash  basins.,  The  children  come  from  a modem  post-war 
housing  estate  which  the  school  was  built  to  serve., 

At  the  end  of  June  the  facilities  for  hand  cleanliness  at 
Temple  Hill  School  were  augmented  by  providing  in  every  class-room 
a bowl  of  disinfectant  (benzalkonium  chloride)  and  each  child  was 
required  to  immerse  his  hands  therein  after  visiting  the  lavatory. 

The  Results  of  the  Survey 

The  different  patterns  of  sampling  the  households,  e.g0,  whether 
contacts  or  patients  were  sampled  during  or  after  treatment  of  the 
patients,  makes  it  impossible  to  devise  a statement  of  results  which 
is  both  compact  and  meticulous.  The  total  number  of  persons  in  the 
households  of  the  patients,  including  the  latter,  was  890,  and  of 
these,  including  the  patients,  380  submitted  stool  specimens  during 
treatment  of  the  patient  § 113  persons  were  positive  for  sh.  sonnei, 

8 were  positive  for  salmonella  organisms  and  259  were  negative. 

After  May  most  householders  revealed  by  the  above  sampling  to 
be  infected  were  re-sampled  after  the  infected  persons  had  completed 
an  initial  course  of  treatment.  174  persons  were  thus  further  sampled^ 
52  were  positive  (46  for  sh.  sonnei,  6 for  salmonella)  and  122  were 
negative. 

From  the  households  of  the  52  persons  found  still  infected, 
only  19  submitted  to  further  courses  of  treatment  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  3 infected  with  salmonella,  these  cleared  up.  There  were  thus 
at  least  33  persons  known  to  be  symptomless  excreters  when  they  were 
lost  sight  of  and  in  addition  there  were  the  cases  found  infected 
before  May  who  were  not  sampled  after  treatment. 

All  the  dysentery  organisms  were  shigella  sonnei  except  one 
sample  which  gave  "sh.  smitzii  belonging  to  Providence  group".  All 
the  salmonella  organisms  were  S.  typhimurium  except  one  which  was 
S.  enteritidis  jena. 

Infectivity. 

The  knowledge  that  certain  households  were  infected  produced  a 
few  problems.  Two  food  handlers  and  two  hospital  attendants  who  were 
excreting  sh.  sonnei,  were  kept  off  that  work  until  stools  gave  negative 
cultures.  Two  food  handlers  from  affected  households  who  themselves 
had  negative  stool  samples  were  allowed  to  continue  work.  An  expectant 
mother  who  was  booked  for  hospital  was  delivered  at  home  because  her 
children  had  not  cleared  their  infection  when  we  last  knew  of  them. 

A family  containing  two  symptonless  excreters  of  s.  typhimurium 
cancelled  their  holiday  on  a dairy  farm. 

Had  it  not  been  for  this  survey  the  above  infections  would  have 
been  unknown  and  the  infected  persons  would  not  have  been  subjected 
to  these  restrictions. 

In  dealing  with  problems  like  these  associated  with  bowel  infec- 
tions, it  is  helpful  to  have  an  idea  of  the  infectivity  of  the  disease 
in  order  that  one  can  guage  the  risks  involved.  The  families  of 
infected  persons  sampled  in  this  survey  gave  an  opportunity  to  estimate 
this  infectivity  as  each  such  household  had  in  it  a person  who  had 
incurred  the  symptons  of  bowel  infection  and  the  presence  of  the 
organism  had  been  shown.  Contact  inside  the  family  is  close  and 
frequent  and  provides  a great  opportunity  for  the  spread  of  infection. 
Unfortunately  in  this  survey  it  was  rarely  possible  to  sample  all 
members  of  the  household?  breadwinners  often  abstained  from  providing 
their  specimens,  presumably  because  of  the  early  morning  rush. 
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Nevertheless  where  any  positive  sample  had  been  obtained,  samples 
from  other  persons  in  the  family  gave  some  evidence  on  how  much 
the  infection  had  spread. 

Prom  Table  II  it  will  be  seen  that  55  households  containing 
at  least  one  infected  person  were  each  surveyed  by  two  or  more 
samples,,  In  18  households  no  evidence  of  spread  appeared,  but 
in  37  households  spread  to  at  least  one  other  person  was  revealed. 
In  the  salmonella  infections  revealed  in  this  survey,  2 or  more 
positive  samples  were  obtained  in  only  2 households,  2 out  of 
a group  of  4 samples  and  3 out  of  a group  of  6. 

Impressions 

1.  The  high  level  of  recorded  incidence  was  to  some  extent 
due  to  the  doctors  and  teachers  keeping  us  meticulously 
notified,  which  augmented  the  figures  that  would  have  other- 
wise  been  obtained,, 

2.  About  3 0$  of  patients  and  household  contacts  were  positive 
to  she  sonnei  and  about  2$  were  positive  for  salmonella 
organisms.  Many  of  these  infections  would  have  not  been 
known  had  there  not  been  a special  bacteriological  inquiry. 

3<>  Treatment  was  not  always  effective  in  clearing  the  infection 
though  this  may  have  been  due  to  re-infection  from  other 
members  of  the  family. 

4o  Where  one  infection  occurs  in  a household  there  is  some- 
thing like  a 70$  chance  that  some  other  member  of  the  house- 
hold is  also  infected  although  they  may  be  without  symptoms. 
The  chances  of  all  being  infected  is  something  like  20$. 

5.  The  essence  of  control  in  day  schools  is  the  exclusion  of 

children  while  they  have  symptoms  of  the  disease  and  emphasis 
on  hand  cleanliness.  Perhaps  no  more  than  this  is  justified. 
This  is  in  harmony  with  what  has  been  expressed  by  other 
public  health  workers. 

Ackn  owl e dgemen  t s . 

With  few  exceptions  all  the  families  asked  to  provide  speci- 
mens responded  well  to  the  request.  The  visiting  of  the  house- 
holds and  collection  of  some  1,800  specimens  involved  the  Councils' 
public  health  inspectors  in  an  exacting  task,  especially  in  the 
Borough,  where  the  effectiveness  of  this  survey  reflected  the 
attention  paid  by  the  Council's  chief  public  health  inspector. 

The  survey  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  ready 
co-operation  of  the  family  doctors  and  the  teachers.  The  bacter- 
iology was  carried  out  by  the  pathological  laboratories  of  the 
Dartford  Group  of  Hospitals  and  the  Public  Healtt  Laboratory 
Service.

IMPROVEMENTS?  In  1956,  22  applications  for  improvement  grants  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949  were  received  relating  to  35  houses.  21  of  these  appli- 
cations relating  to  34  houses  were  approved  and  1 relating  to  1 house  was 
turned  down.  The  lowest  estimates  for  the  improvement  works  contemplated 
summed  up  to  £14,234*  The  grants  approved  totalled  £6,961.

General % 

Dart  ford  Rural  District  is  the  whappy  hunting  ground” 
for  the  disposal  of  refuse  for  the  immense  urban  area  which 
lies  adjacent.  This  urge  to  dispose  of  refuse  in  our  rural 
area  can,  if  controlled , be  an  asset  in  that  land  can  be 
reclaimed  from  disused  sites  of  mineral  workings . Uncontrolled , 
this  disposal  of  refuse  can  be  a great  nuisance.  There  is 
little  incentive  for  disposing  authorities  to  avoid  the  creation 
of  nuisance  unless  that  incentive  is  created  by  administrative 
action  by  this  Council.  It  behoves  us,  therefore , to  keep  a 
watchful  eye  on  what  is  going  on  in  this  sphere. 

Southwark  Metropolitan  Boroughs 

Observation  and  inspection  were  continued  on  the  tip  at 
Longfield  and  there  was  improvement  on  the  previous  year.  The 
tip  face,  however,  was  still  considered  too  extensive  and  the 
attention  of  Southwark  Borough  Council  was  again  drawn  to  this 
feature  and  subsequently  there  was  further  improvement. 

Bexley  Borough  Councils 

No  tipping  had  started  in  1956  in  pits  9 and  10,  for  which 
planning  permission  had  been  obtained. 

Camberwell  Metropolitan  Borough,  (in  association 

with  Greenwich,  Lewisham,  Woolwich,  Bermondsey 
and  Southwark  Metropolitan  Boroughs) 

No  start  had  been  made  for  disposing  of  refuse  in  pits 
5,  6 and  7,  for  which  planning  permission  had  been  obtained. 

Kent  County  Council  and  Dartford  Rural  District  Councils 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  about  the  indiscriminate 
disposal  of  refuse  by  the  public  in  the  disused  gravel  pits  at 
Stanley  Cottages,  Lanes  End.  To  effect  a remedy,  an  approach  was 
made  to  the  owner  and  the  relevant  authorities  with  a suggestion 
that  this  disused  gravel  pit  should  be  used  for  controlled  tipping 
and  that  the  necessary  applications  for  planning  permission 
should  be  made. 

Pinden  End  Farms 

After  filling  the  former  clay  workings  with  disused  textile- 
like refuse  this  land  was  reclaimed  for  farming  purposes  with  a 
top  layer  of  soil  of  adequate  thickness.
